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WHY HELP INDIA? 
News reports reveal that India is to receive 
nearly $100 million under the proposed for­ 
eign aid grant—approximately what the Chi­ 
nese Nationalists will receive. This is an 
equation that is hard to solve. 
It has been repeatedly declared that grant­ 
ing of foreign aid to impoverished areas is 
based on the proposition that such aid will 
guide the beneficiary nations away from this 
nation’s foremost enemy — communism. 
Yet India (not including Pakistan) under 
Nehru’s leadership has given no indication of 
departing from left wing moorings.

FACTS TO REMEMBER 
Dr. Ralph C. Moore, an X-rav specialist 
from Omaha, told members of the Kansas 
Medical Society some facts about traffic fa­ 
talities which it would be well for all motor­ 
ists to know and heed. He had the pictures to 
illustrate his facts, and many of them were 
gory, indeed. “Trying to save the lives of 
some of these victims was a waste of time 
and effort,” he declares. 
At a speed of only 30 miles an hour at the 
time of a head-on collision, and if your car 
halts in a distance of two feet, the car will 
have an impact of 120 times its weight. You, 
as a passenger, will stop in a distance of two 
inches upon impact with the stopped car, and 
your body weight will be increased 1,200 
times. A 175-pound man, for example, would 
hit the dashboard of his car with the weight 
of 210,000 pounds. That’s enough force to 
crush every bone in his body, Dr. Moore ex­ 
plains. 
A lot of hidden aggressiveness comes out 
in the average person when he gets behind 
the wheel of a motor car. An angry driver is 
highly dangerous. The senseless slaughter 
will never end until there is better enforce­ 
ment of improved traffic laws, he declares. 
And many lives could be saved through a gen­ 
eral use of safety belts. 
The thing to remember, however, is that if 
you get in a bad .smashup the doctors can’t do 
too much for you. And death is so permanent.

2. This country has insisted that for real disarm a­ 
ment — and real disarm am ent means destroying all 
atomic weapons all over the world so there could be 
no atomic war — there would have to be inspections 
team s in each country to be sure no atomic weapons 
were being concealed or made.

BLUNT, S. D. — You’re wrong, 
if y ou th ink Abrah am Lincoln got 
h is education by p lop p ing in front 
of a firep lace with a borrowed 
book. 
He h ad a teach er. 
Th ere’s

Mentor Grah am, 
th e 
man wh o 
p robably h ad much to do in sh ap ­ 
ing th e destiny of Lincoln, th e 
Civil War President. 
Th e h ouse wh ere Grah am died 
is far remov ed from h is associ­ 
ations with Lincoln. It was sav ed 
from being scrap p ed and th e land 
sold for tax deed eigh t y ears ago 
by a group of members of th e 
South Dakota Historical Society . 
Lincoln’s teach er was bom in 
th e 
north west 
com er of Green 
County , 
Kentucky , close to th e 
birth p lace of th e great em anci­ 
p ator. Like Lincoln, Grah am h ad 
a p ench ant for books. Both were 
born to lowly circumstances. 
Grah am was fortunate in th at 
for sev eral y ears starting wh en 
h e was IO, h e liv ed with a doctor 
uncle, wh o h ad broad knowledge 
for th ose day s arid h ad a store of 
books. 
He rode beh ind th e doctor as 
h e made h is h orseback rounds, 
and sch ool for Mentor was a con­ 
tinuous affair at th e h ome and on 
th e h orse. Th e story of h is'life is 
told in th e book, “ Mentor Grah am : 
Th e Man Wh o Taugh t Lincoln.”

biograp h y was 
written 
by 


Lunigunde duncan and D. F. Nic­ 
h ols. 
Alth ough 
th ey 
were 
bom 
in 
north ern Kentucky , th e p ath s of 
Lincoln and Grah am nev er crossed 
until 18 29 wh en th ey were both 
liv ing at New Salem, 111. 
Lincoln at th at time, according 
to h is biograp h ers, still called h im­ 
self “driftwood.” 
t 
Th e teach er and p up il worked to­ 
geth er in 18 31 wh en -Grah am was 
instrum ental 
in 
getting 
Lincoln 
drafted as th e clerk of an election. 
Someth ing was h olding th e self- 
sty led drifter in New Salem. It de­ 
v elop ed th at someth ing was Ann 
Rutledge, daugh ter of th e miller 
and tav ern keep er. 
Miss Rutledge was study ing with 
Mentor Grah am for entrance into 
an 
academy . 
Lincoln 
also 
was 
study ing. Lincoln liv ed at th e G ra­ 
h am h ome for six month s starting 
in February , 18 33. Th ere th e two 
y oung p eop le met and studied to­ 
geth er. 
Lincoln at one time wanted to 
giv e up furth er study . It was Men­ 
tor Grah am wh o argued th at a 
man. if h e was to p ursue p ublic 
life, must h av e a p erfect know­ 
ledge of gram m ar. 
Th ereafter Lincoln studied gram ­ 
m ar under th e tutelage of Grah am. 
He recited- h is lessons in a fence 
com er or oth er p lace wh ere th e 
p up il and m aster migh t meet.

Grah am named h is last of six 


ch ildren H arry Lincoln after h is 
most famous p up il in 18 42, alth ough 
th e future p resident th en was an 
unknown.

at h is inauguration, 
Lincoln sp ied Grah am in th e crowd 
and asked h im to sit on th e p lat­ 
form with h im. 
H arry Lincoln Grah am p urch as­ 
ed p rop erty in Blunt, S. D., in No­ 
v ember, 18 8 4, and brough t h is fa­ 
th er to liv e with h im. Mentor G ra­ 
h am died th ere less th an a y ear 
later at 8 5. 
On th e wall still h angs a framed 
cop y of Lincoln’s Getty sburg ad­ 
dress, someth ing Mentor Grah am 
alway s disp lay ed in h is h ome. 
Grah am was buried in a small 
grav ey ard near Blunt but later rel­ 
ativ es mov ed th e body to Farm ers 
Point, 111. 
Blunt was a th riv ing community 
at th e end of th e North western rail­ 
road before it was ex tended 22 
miles south west to Pierre, th e p re­ 
sent South Dakota cap ital. 
Blunt doesn’t h av e ev en a week­ 
ly p ap er now, but at th at time, its 
daily newsp ap er carried a brief 
story on G rah am ’s death , includ­ 
ing: 
“ Abrah am Lincoln and Gov ernor 
Yates were among h is p up ils.*' 
Th e h ome wh ere h e died is being 
restored as closely as p ossible to 
th e way it was in 18 8 5 as a m emor­ 
ial to Grah am.
